proper office in their own agency* Be points! out that IHS mfcliebed under / 
tho Maintenance Program carried a notice that th© NIS ©lemonis being super*. v 
swfed by these mintenaaoa issues ware to be destroyed.,, but that it appeared 
from tho Certificates of Destruction which bad teen sent to Oil that sous ' 
elements not yet superseded by maintenance revisions mm also being 
destroyed, H® suggested that the CoEeaitt©© members arrange' to examine those 
Certificates of Destruction to see if tbors is any indication that some 
recipients ara rseeiving NIS which they do not nead, and are then desrteoyiag 
tbs®. If any such situation is dleolossd exact rsquironenie ahould b© 
ascortaiaed^ and disasBiiaation lists adjusted accordingly 0

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Cb) All HIS maps, shatter standard baa© or final, tail! bs 
distributed in accordance with o*s®r*all CIA polleyj however^ no 
final ms map will be distributed outside of PIS activities until 
the data to which it pertains is Issued* 


5. The Vice-Chairman smma^aed for the information of the members a 
prellmlacry report prepared by D/B covering Chapter VI elements which shows 
th® average amount of tin© required for processing these elements in D/B, 
and at GPO. He stated that an over-all study Is teeing made with the 
objective of reducing processing tin© of PIS material submitted to D/B, and 1 
that he would inform them of th© findings. He pointed out that a number of 
steps might be taken by th© agencies to tolp reduce this processing tin®, 
ffliosig them the prompt re—sutaission to D/B of graphics returned to contributors 
for corrections and revisions, improvement in to quality of textual material, 
and a more even flow of elements into D/B* to advised the members that, as 
a result of conferences between D/B and GPO personnel, to average tin© for 
publication following submission to GPO has boon reduced by appro xima tely 

20 days during to past year. Efforts are being made to ftetor reduce this 
time, . "
